Frankhouser, 
also a former Grand Dragon of Penna. , was once 
closely associated with George Lincoln Rockwell, 
deceased Commander of the American Nazi Party, 
who was recently murdered in Arlington, Vai 
Kornegay said he wanted to hear some opinions on 
why the Jews, were a success. Several Klansmen 
responded to this request and made the following 
statements J Jews looked out for each other financially. 
Jews went into> business a;nd purchased only from 
Jews whenever possible. If a. Jew did not show 
interest in a particular type of business, there 
was very little profit in it. The Jews were highly 
organized in any eventure they undertook. Kornegay 
agreed with most of the above answers and stated 
that it was now time for the Klan to put some of 
the Jews* ideas to worko The Klan, in order to 
survive, must enter business as soon as feasible^ 
Kornegay remarked o Klan members can no longer 
financially support the organization and the 
necessary money will have to come from the public. 
Beer taverns and filling stations were two businesses 
mentioned by the Grand Dragon that the Klan could 
make money in operating o Although asked by a Klans- 
man hoW' much this would cost, Kornegay was very 
careful! and avoided giving a figure. He ^ said a 
committee would have to be se tup to look into the 
matter. Discussion on this topic took up the 
better part of two hours o Xornegay was in a 
mellow mood. Miracles still occur as the Grand

The "Minutemen" was organized in June, 1960. Its 
present headquarters are Ferborhej Missouri, ROBERT B, DE PUGH, 
•Norborne^ Missouri, has b?en publicly idoyitlfied as the National 
Coor'-Zxnator of the orr$ani2ation, DE PUaK aas stated the 
membership of the "Minutemen" to be in excess of 35,000 members, " 
however, confidential sources state this fie;ure is greatly 
exaggerated and that a more true estimate would be between 800 
and 2,000 members. Staterjents by Da ,Pu<?h and litercture 
■distributed by the or-:?ani/:ation indicate its purpose to be 
'the resistance to, and exposure of, the spread of Communist 
influence within the Unitod States; for the formation of 
a guerrilla or underground oreiariization to combat tr:e troops of 
any foreign powers which might eventually occupy this country; 
and resist passage of laws which v/ould regulate private oimership 
of firearms. 

The Kansas City Star newspaper has on numerous occasions 
contained articles concerning the "Minutemen", wherein it was 
stated that members of the organization participate in' maneuvers 
utilizing guerrilla tactics with machine 5;uns, mortars, grenades, 
and other firearms. DE PUGH has publicly stated the "Minutemen" 
as an organization does not buy or store arms or ammunition;

;A thorough investigation has 
absolved three Allen town po- 
licemen of any dereliction of 
duty in the fatal shooting of Al- 
fonso Roberts, 22, Dist. Atty. 
George ' J. Joseph said last 
night. 

Joseph told a press confer- 
ence his conclusions were reach- 
ed after a "separate and inde- 
pendent investigation," which 
began at 2 a.ni. JMarch 9 and 
continued until early this week. 
The' work was done by the Le- 
high County district attorn ey*s 
office .and Pennsylvania State 
.Police! 

The police officers involved 
in Roberts's shooting — and no 
evidence was obtained to show 
Twhich one fired the fatal shot, 
Joseph said — were Donald 
Angstadt, Raymond Fatzinger 
and Verne Brey. 

Joseph told his story with two 
representatives of the National 
j Association for the Advance- 
'ment of Colored People in at- 
tendance. They were Bernard 
Durant of the State NAACP and 
Charles Farmer, president of 
the Allentown chapter. 



With tlie district attorney were 
two of his assistants, Wallace 
H. Worth Jr. and' Paul* A. Eys- 
ter. > , . 

The case was traced from the 
time Roberts allegedly slashed 
the left side of the face of Geor- 
gine Schne^berger, • 27, of 
Greenawalds. That led to 
charges o,f assault witli intent 
to maim and aggravated as- 
sault and battery. Roberts was 
killed as he fled arresting of fir 
ccrs about 12:45- a.m. Saturday, 
March 9, on N. Hall Street be- 
tween Linden and Hamilton. 
'Their Actfons Permissible' 

After recituig details and sup- 
plementing them with photo- 
graphs plus -photostatic copies 
of complaints and warrants 
against Roberts, Joseph an- 
nounced the conclusion of the 
district attorney's office: 

"The -investigatipn and au- 
thority were limited to one- is- 
sue: Were policemen guilty of 
a criminal act under these cir 
cumstances? 

^ "On a careful comprehensive 
and objective- examination of all 
pertinent facts arid the law of 
the commonwealth, we must 
conclude that they did not com- 
mit any criminal act and that 
■their actions were permissible 
under the law. 

^* "It is the law in -.this state 
that a police officer may use 
deadly force to prevent the es- 
cape of an accused felon when 
there is no other practicable 
and less dangerous means of 
preventing his escape. If, as 
appears in this case, he tries in 
good faith and with reasonable 
prudence and caution to make 
the arrest, and is unable to se- 
'Cure the accused felon because 
he flees, then the police officer 
"has the right to use deadly force 
if there is no other practicable 
and less , dangerous mean's of 
preventing the escape. 

"In this case a serious crime 
'had been committed — a crime 
of violence. The suspect's iden- 
^titywas well established, both 
through, his ^personal identifica- 
tion and tlie automobile. Valid' 
warrar.^'.for his arrest were 
prbpcriy'^securcd. The i)0licc of- 
ficers tried to take him into cus-- 
tody in a peaceful and proper 
manner. By his own act of flight 
and not an act of police, he set 
in motion the escape and pur- 



suit' which led to his unfortunate • 
■death. ' ■ ' - ^^ -. 

"The police officers did 'hot 
immediately draw their weap- 
ons. They, pursued hiiri for a 
considerable distance. A civil- 
ian tried unsuccessfully to stop 
him. Each officer yelled- out 
warnings and called upon him 
to stop a -number of times. ' 
'4 Warning Shots' 

"Four warning shots were 
fired in the' air- at different 
times. Three other shots were 
fired which did not strike him. 
And, when the officers finally 
'fired at him as a last resort, 
each fired at the knee or lower 
portion-of his legs. 

"Not one of the three officers 
knew him.. But each was under 
a duty to take him into custo- 
dy and each was trying to per- 
form that duty. * ..'•..• 

"The question of how far^ the 
law should permit a person to 
go in using force to make an 
arrest has ^provoked consider- 
able controversy over the 
years. If, as a moral proposi- 
tion, the bounds of force are to

•be made limited or restricted, 
it must come from /the law- 
making authority, the Legisla 
lure, or from the courts in their 
continuing interpretation of the 
law. The district attorney can 
only- investigate and evaluate 

- .a 'given- situatjion under the law 
as he finds it. 

"The President's Commission 
on • La'\r Enforcement and Ad- 
aninistration of Justice, in its 
task force report on .the police, 
recommends tliat police depart- 
ments formulate written firc: 
^nrms policies which would place 
greater restrictions on >their use 
.than is legally permissible. Tiiis, 

- of course, is aii administi-ative 
matter that is solely within the 
■province of the Alientown Po- 
lice Department. 

"Finally, I would like to say 
the National Association, for (lie 
Advancement of Colored People 

'took a profound .interest in tliis 
jnatt^r. Its interest was wel- 
come and helpful. And such in- 
terest has done 'much to ad- 
vance the great cause of human 
rights in America, a cause 
which is unquestionably one of 

• the most important ^nd imost 
challenging to every human be- 
ing in this- age. Nonetheless—, 
and I hate to use a nonetheless 
—there is^ not one scintilla of 
evidence in this investigation to 

„ indicate that the judgment and 



the actions of the officers were 
influenced by any factor except 
that an accused felon was, flee- 
ing from arrest and' it was their 
duty to preventtheescape.'"' 

With this statement, Joseph 
ended his formal presentation,' 
which started shortly before 
8:30 and- ended. at 10:30 p.m. 
In .questioning afterward, Jo- 
seph disclosed that Roberts had 
a police record- in his native 
Georgia 'and said that as 
recently as Feb. ,5 he'^ was 
charged by his wife with as- 
sault and battery and surety 
of the pace before Alderman 
Bennie Rizzotto. In sv/earing 
out warrants for his arrest, his 
wife, Mrs. Eartlia Roberts, 
charged that he beat her 'brutal- 
ly on several occasions and that 
he threatened her life, Joseph 
said. The district attorney also 
said Alderman Rizzotto told in- 
vestigators that wheni Mrs. 
Roberts appeared' to swear but 
warrant's "her face was bruised 
and badly -marked. -•* . ' 



' In Ocilla, <Ja., Roberts was 
arrested on July 16, 1965, after 
a ear 'he_ was driving mounted 
a sidewalk and' hit a girl, m- 
juring" her seriously. He was 
charged by . the girl's father 
with assault with intent to' mur- 
der. He pleaded guilty Nov. 15, 
1965,- in Irwin County, and when 
the girl's father pleaded Ih'at 
he be put on probation so. he 
could pay ihi girl's doctor and 
hospitar 'bOls, the court granted 
the request. He was placed on 
probation for three years,, paid 
a $200 fine and paid the medi- 
cal :and'hLOSpital tbiUs. 
■ The probation was termmated 
■July 22, 19667 when he informed 
ithe court' he would like to leave 
Georgia to go to Jersey City, 
N.J., and he didn't want trouble 
at his new location. I^he request 
was granted. But six monfc 
later, on Jan. 21, 1967, a car he 
was driving without lights near 
Ocilla stalled in the middle of 
the road and /another car hit it. 
Roberts ran from (the scene.. He 



later pleaded guilty to illegal 
parking and leaving .the scene 
of an accident — and the charge 
was pending at the time of his 
death. The sheriiff in Georgia 
did not pi-ess the. case because; 
Roberts, was leaving the state. 

He was^ -arrested one other 
(time, and indicted- Nov, 24, 1964, 
for ..possessing untaxed' liquor. 
He pleaded guilty, but informa- 
tion was not made available as 
to his sentence.
